There hasn’t 
been a big summeér-time gather- 
ing of this sort since Pittsfield’s 
New England American Legion 
champions of 1949 stopped at 
Union Station for an overnight 
stay between Augusta, Maine, 
and Trenton, N.J. 

The greatest gap between 
crowds greeting teams and nor- 
mal attendance at home games 
certainly came in 1949. That was 
the great year in Pittsfield ama- 
teur baseball. Pittsfield High won 
the state title. The Legion took 
both the Massachusetts and New 
England crowns, Brass Rail 
drove to the All-American ama-' 
teur tournament title at Johns- 
town, Pa. 

Like’ the Legion, PHS .and the 
Brass Rail received much hoop- 
la. At the Rail gathering in Park 
Square, 2,000 or so cheered like 
mad. A city father invited the 
group back to a similar celebra- 
tion the following year. This ob- 
server went to greater lengths 
than that. Pointedly commenting 
that few ever had watched the 
team, he extended a bid to the 
merry-makers to come out and 
see in uniform the young men 
they had cheered. 

It’s a long time between 
champions in. Pittsfield. Yet it’s 
even longer between big public 
receptions. 

‘The last big title-holder Pitts- 
field had was the Majestic Res- 
taurant, 1952 winner of the All- 
American event at Johnstown. 
There was just a modest. as- 
sembly at ~ Park oo: that 
night.

good calls are swapped around 
until everybody knows them. 


Cultural » purists -may “regret 
this, but it means more enjoy- 
ment for more people. The East- 
ern-style versus Western - style 
controversy among saquare-danc- 
ers has pretty much simmered 
down into agreement that both 
kinds are fun. You'll see both 
kinds done at almost any dance 
you go _0 around here. 


You may or may not like the 
kind of music you’ll hear at Wah- 
conah Park or at the Berkshire 
Industrial Farm. Like all uncor- 
rupted folk-music, square-dance 
music is almost unbelievably 
monotonous — a simple melodic 
pattern with a rhythmic beat 
that pounds your ears in, if you 
are just standing around listen- 
ing to it, 


Antiquarians may find it more 
nearly bearable if they keep re- 


minding themselves how old it 


is. A great many. pieces, like 
the dance patterns they accom- 
pany, go back a 100 or more 
years, some 200 years; older than 


-that, no one seems sure about, 


Mitchell . 
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Many comparatively recent popu- 
lar tunes are also used, of course, 
but most of them descend from 
or relate to old folk-tunes. —

15 Million 


It has been estimated that 
there are, East and West, some 
15 million square dancers in the 
‘country. That: figure must in- 
clude a lot of people who couldn’t 
get through “Darling. Nellie 
Gray’’ or “‘The First Two Ladies 
Cross Over’’ without tripping up 
their partners. 

A much more reliable estimate 
of the county: situation comes on 
the authority of Mrs. Sol Min- 
neci, who has been one of the 
Berkshires’ most active promot- 
ers and teachers for many years. 
She says there are probably be- 
tween 600 and 700 county resi- 
dents who are “practicing” 
square-dancers. 


This number includes private 
groups like the Quadrille Club in 
Pittsfield and the Circle Eights 
in Lanesboro, with memberships 
in the neighborhood of 30 or 40 
couples, church groups, and the 
many ~young people who have 
learned - at recreational agencies 
such as the Girls’ Club, the 
YMCA, and the Christian Center, 
or through school clubs, 4-H, PTA 
and Scouting programs, 

Much of the present activity 
should be credited to the Berk- 
shire Square Dance Assn., 
formed in 1952 with the guidance 
of the late Lawrence V. Loy, 
then extension specialist in youth 
work for the University of Massa- 
chusetts. The association has, 
over the years, aided and abetted 


all groups and agencies inter- 


ested in good dancing, and en- 
couraged by example and_ in- 
struction the formation of new 
groups. Their generous and un- 
tiring labors are now yielding 
the community a good crop of 
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well-trained enthusiasts. 

Local dancers range in age 
from about six years to advanced 
maturity. One of the reasons that 
square dancing is held in such 
high esteem by professional rec- 
reation directors is that in few 
other active pastimes can an as- 
sortment of ages mingle so suc- 
cessfully. 

Very young people, despite 
their admirable energy — or per- 
haps because of it — do not 
usually make, top-notch dancers. 
They tend, unless firmly. re- 
strained, to bounce and put in 
extra twists and flourishes which 
detract from pure line and simple 
elegance, qualities. which really 
advanced square dancers take 
very seriously, 

Properly done, square-dancing 
is not strenuous, the basie step 
being a smooth, shuffling glide 
which consumes a minimum of 
energy. You do have to have 
your wits about you, though, and 
while the exercise is conducive 
to the consumption of cold water 
and soft drinks, anything stronger 
is simply not feasible, since pre- 
cision is. all-important. 


No Stimulants 


The exhilaration of a common 
purpose and sheer natural joie 
de vivre seems sufficient to keep 
square dancers swirling intricate- 
ly about for hours without other 
stimulants. Indeed, as a group 
they tend to be notorious for 
their ‘‘wholesomeness”’ almost as 
much as for their friendliness. 


What makes: adults take up 
square-dancing in the first place 
is an interesting question. Many 
men have been led to the altar 
with less struggle than it has 
taken their wives to get them out 
onto the dance floor the first 
time. The male novice can be 
easily picked out of a dancing 
crowd by his,confused and sheep- 
ish expression and the fact. that 
he seems to have two left feet. 
‘He is easily winded, and tries to 
retire to the sidelines if left a 
moment unguarded. 


But watch! If the little cee 


a eee 
man - — 


“Greet your honey with a do-paso” 


has. sufficent. determination to 
get him to several sessions, at 
about the third he will do some- 
thing right, execute some figure 
correctly and just in time with 
the music: and with the rest of 
his set, who will smile at him 
approvingly, A timid, answering 
smile shines on his face, The 
light is entering his soul. If all 
goes well it will soon be, ‘‘Look 
Ma, I’m dancing!”’ 

Then’ nothing will stop him. 
Once addicted, the male is even 
more ardent, more determined, 
more energetic than the female, 
who may at thi¢ point wonder if 
she was wise to get him started.

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, Boom in Motorboating 
Has Changed the Face 
Of Pittsfield’s Lakes 


By Roger B. Linscott 
AS ANYONE within earshot of Onota 


. Lake on a summer weekend can tell you, 


motorboating is riding the crest of a fabu- 
lous boom these days. Propelled by gen- 
eral prosperity and the 40-hour week boat- 
ing has, indeed, become America’s fastest- 
growing outdoor sport. Now that boats 
ean be financed like automobiles and 
trundled about from lake to lake with 
ease, class distinction has walked the 
plank and almost anyone who wants to 
can make like a yachtsman. 

This is nice for the marine industry, 
which sold more than a billion dollars’ 
worth of boats, outboards, and sundry ap- 
in the U.S. last year. It’s 
also nice for the boaters, who get plenty 
of sunshine and exercise. Whether it’s 
nice for the non-boating public, however, 
is a question that has become a major 
topic of conversation of a Sunday after- 


* noon among the landlubbers at the swim-

ming and picnic areas on Pittsfield’s two 
lakes.

THE OBJECTIONS of these non-boaters 
One is the shattering din that 
the mariners inflict on what could other- 
wise be a fairly peaceful and sedative day 
at the beach. Another (though this is 
sharply” disputed by boaters) is the oily 
water that the fleet allegedly produces in 
the swimming areas. A third is the 
menace to life. and limb created by the 
small minority.of ‘‘dockrockers” when they 
operate in the vicinity of swimmers and 
non-motorized boaters. A fourth is the 
harassment of fish and fishermen, 


The problem is much more evident at. 


Onota than at Pontoosuc, because the 
former gets a much heavier play from 
boating enthusiasts for several reasons. 
One of these reasons is that the Pittsfield 
Park Department has provided a loading 
ramp and a reserved beach area for mari- 
ners at Burbank Park—and thereby hangs 
a controversial point. Many complainants, 


contending that Onota isn’t big enough to 


permit peaceful coexistence between un- 
limited boating and other recreations, are 
indignant at the Park Department for al- 
legedly catering to a minority of Onota 
patrons at the expense of the many. The 
indignation is furthered by the fact that 
the Pittsfield Boating Club, which has 
made itself into an extremely vocal and 
influential group, enjoys the active spon- 
sorship of the Park Department. 
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PARKS SUPERINTENDENT Vincent J. 
Hebert, naturally enough, considers: such 


complaints unduly harsh. His contention, 
in sum, is thatymotorboaters have as much 
right:to the lakes as anyone else, and that 
boating is a wholly legitimate recreation 
deserving the same sort of aid and encour- 
agement. that his department gives to 
swimmers. and picknickers and fishermen. 

As for the Pittsfield Boating Club, Mr. 


Hebert feels that. city. sponsorship was and 


is an extremely sound venture in that the 
club fills a useful. self-policing role 
among its members. As evidence of this, 
he points to the fact that there have been 
far fewer cases of nautical hot-rodders in 
the swimming areas since the club was or: 
ganized than there .were before, even 
though the number of boats on the lakes 
has increased appreciably. Police Chief 
Thomas H. Calnan, it should be added, 
concurs on this point, although he at- 
tributes this improved record largely to the 
city’s 1955 ordinance requiring registration 
of all motorboats—a measure that was 
enacted over objections from the club.

UNDOUBTEDLY the city’s most dedi- 
cated defender of the inalienable rights of 
the motorboating fraternity is Sydney R. 
Kanter, commercial photographer and 
Boating Club commodore, who pictures his 
fellow mariners as a maligned and much: 
misunderstood group. The fact is, he cons 
tends, that the only time local boating even 
approaches -problem proportions is at 
Onota on Sunday afternoons, and even 
then the size of the fleet there rarely ex- 
ceeds 20 to 25 boats. He denies (as does 
Mr. Hebert) ~that the boats discharge 
enough oil to bother swimmers.. He con- 
tends that boaters have as much right to 
the lake as fishermen. And .as for com: 
plaints about noise, he remarks. (with 
more vigor. than relevance) that “some 
people object. to the squawking of babies, 
too.” 

The only boat noises that Commodore 
Kanter will concede are penetrating ema- 
nate from a handful of small racers with 
10 or 15 horsepower motors_rather than 
from the bigger and heavier boats, which 
have been rendered comparatively inof- 
fensive by rubber mountings in recent 
models. The noisy racers, which emit the 
characteristically shattering whine only 
too familiar to the ears of Onota bathers, 
are maintained and manned by teen-agers, 
according to Mr. Kanter, and should be 
tolerated as a healthy outlet for -exuber- 
ance that might otherwise turn to delin- 
quent pursuits. Needless to say; he doesn’t 
buy the argument of many Burbank Park 
patrons that hammering .on the public’s 
eardrums is a form of delinquency.

WHETHER ONE shares the commo- 
dore’s evangelical view of boating or not, 
it is safe to say that his fleet is riding the 
wave of the future at Onota. Boat owner- 
ship is obviously going to go right on in- 
creasing (there are already nearly 800 out- 
board motors registered with the Pittsfield 
Police Department) and the traffic on 
Berkshire lakes is presumably going to 
become heavier. Safety regulations may 
become more stringent here and_ else- 
Where, but the decibel problem, which 
virtually defies successful regulation, will 
remain, 

On this score, it should perhaps be added 
that non-boaters and anti-boaters are by no 
Means synonymous. Evidence that many, 
if not most, of the landlubbers have no 
active objection to the mariners has been 
provided by the big. attendance at the 
Boating Club’s recent regatta and by the 
apparent paucity of noise complaints re- 
ceived by the Park Department. Peace 
may be wonderful; but in a motor-minded 
age, the advocates of peace and serenity 
are readily overruled.
